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Annual Report of Public Health 


Nursing Services in Washington 
IN THE YEAR 1967 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided public health nurs- 
ing services. 


The nurse made seventy-five direct service visits to persons 
of all ages in their homes or in school. These were made under 
medical direction of the school physician, family physician or 
when the patient requested the nursing care. 


Thirty-nine children in grades two, five and eight were 
examined by their school health physician, Arnold Walker, D. O. 
The tuberculin skin test was given to the children in the first 
and seventh grades and staff members who requested this by 
Alta Ashley, M. D., Health Officer, Health District Ill. The test 
was given at the request of the parent. 


Through the effort of the volunteer workers, the nurse and 
Dr. Walker, two community immunization clinics were held. 
One clinic each for measles and smallpox. 


Two child health conferences were held. During this 
activity the mothers had an opportunity to discuss their children’s 
health problems with a physician. The children received neces- 
sary immunizations. 


Your nurse extends her appreciation to the volunteer work- 
ers who assisted in the community health activities.

On January 9, 1964 we sent you a copy of the deed of 
trust whereby the late Miss Madge H. Walker, formerly of 
Liberty, Maine established a trust in part for the benefit of the 
residents of certain towns in Maine, including the Town of 
Washington. The benefits so provided consist of free medical 
care at the Waldo Hospital in Belfast and the Thayer Hospital 
in Waterville, and scholarship aid at the University of Maine.

An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Washington for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1967. The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the various officers of the Town. The examination 
included a review of cash transactions and an analysis of avail- 
able funds and expenditures. The results are incorporated in 
the following text, exhibits and schedules. 


ASSETS . . . The cash balance of $14,149.00 was reconciled 
with the statement furnished by the Camden National Bank, 
Camden, Maine, and count of cash on hand. 

Taxes receivable of $7,882.30 consisted of uncollected current 
year’s accounts of $7,053.43 and unpaid prior years’ accounts 
of $828.87 dating from 1962. 


Transactions affecting tax liens and tax acquired property were 
reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the Selectmen. 


LIABILITIES . . . Recorded liabilities at the close of books 
amounted to $69.70 representing amounts due for tax overpay- 
ment and welfare.
